To' THE Emtoh: — "Man," Carlyle says, 
"Is for ever iutorostinij to man — nay, 
properly there is notliiiig else interest- 
ing;" — in whieh lif^lit we may discern why 
tlio utterttncea of some men bfoonio so 
intorestiiiy, even when tlioy are iiiuat in 
error. This axiom was fully demon- 
strated at t lie U'edneaday's meeting 
of the city council by ono of the council- 
lors moving, and another a-jcoiidiiiy a re- 
snlutinn, to .itnp the saU of itiijhi su'd to 
{lt£ Vliinc.i^ <jardfiici.-<. .Surely, llicse yeii- 
tlamen's coiicoption of piunt lite moat be 
aadly beliind tlie age, or they would not 
have made themselves so "iuburestiug to 
man." The presence of decaying organic 
matter in the soil is a source of those do- 
nients necessary to the !,'ro\vth of voi^ota- 
bio life, and exiieriuiico luiii tiui^lil the 
Chinaman that uiLjlit-snil ia rich iu Llmae 
elements of plant life, and tho Ohinainan 
is too intelligent to uianure the fidiage of 
his crops, su he places it wliere the roots 
can extract the necessary matoriaU for 
building up tho vegetable tiiauos. 



THE LABOR QUESTJON. 

Ten years ago the !,ni)wt.h of a society 
of work in ;j; men, as such, in Cimsda would 
have been comparatively dillicuU to vs'.uV- 
lish, as the workiiiijniuii , tli': iiridn ivi.rki,-! 
and the capitaliot were inort; interclian^'i!- 
able and caate was much lews develii|iiMl. 
The national policy, by oreatiii;,' a clas^ of 
aubsidiKud manufacturers, baa changed 
all this. Tile workingmen are by law a 
special caste in the community, and al- 
ready they have realiiced their altered 
position, and have united to protect theii 
interests as tho governnieiu pruteels those 
of their employers. The tiast ijoneral As- 
sembly of the Knights of Labor ever held 
in Canada was lahdy hold in Hamilton, 
as a species of n(>tilieation to liie peopln 
of Canada that llu'V, t{i(), as a result of 
their unwise interfereiiije with the laws of 
trade, will have to grapple with the labor 
question. Tjle addreaa of I\Ir. J'owderly, 
the head of the organization, and a very 
remarkable man, at the opsning of the 
aossion, was no rabid one; its nmat note- 
worthy pniiita v.ero '.villi ro'^.ir 1 to onil- 
grutioii and drunl;i;nni'ss. Willi regard 
to emigration he said that at [irssenl it 
was impossible f(U' thouaanda of men to 
get work, that instead of prosperity there 
was want, and that to brin({ emigrants to 
this continent, at present, was not only to 
condemn them to sulferine liut to iniliet 
all thoevilsof toogieat L'oini'L-titionon the 
American wcjrkiiigineu. lie demanded, 
therefore, that America should not be 
made the poorhouse of the world, and ad- 
vised that the association should see that 
tho truOjfacta of-the case are known in 
Europe. Upon drunkennefs his words 
were too clear for the isano to be sliirkiMl, 
and tho earnestness of purpose of the 
Xniiihts of Labor can bo judfjed by the 
manner in which his demand that drunk- 
enness, during any strike or negotiation, 
should be declared a crime against the as- 
sociation was acted upon. 

GHUBGEILL ANP UIIAMBEREAIN 

Greek met ("Ireek in thi; electoral cam 
paign on the LiOth iiint., unci all Mn^^'iiuul 
next day rang with the ro-eijli; u'.i uf lliuir 
blows, Air. Cliamb.irlain addreaaed the 
liberal association at liirniiiighiini. L ird 
ilandolph Cliurcliil! spoke at King's Lynn. 
The apeochea wore aimed at each other 
and were very lively. Mr. Chamberlain 
referred to Lord Kaiulolpli Uhurcliill as 
tho "author of that exir.ionJiiiary "i^nua- 
role his electoral ad.iros.s — a c:jlurluas 
docuraont, us a penny n.jvoliat, and an 
ignorant schoolboy." Lord Hmdolph 
charged Mr. Ohamberhiin with interested 
mUtivea, with lieing intenaely dishonest 
and flagrantly immoral, and said his radi- 
cal suggestions were utterly abanrd, with 
no more chance of aucceiia than a project 
for colonizing the moon. Mr. Chainiier- 
lain's reply to Lord Salisbury's attack at 
Brighton was severe. L o'd ^ialisljury, lie 
said, objecis to our .moIu'Ioo that Inc.il 
authorities iiivo pi.wor Imy iai'.J at a 
fair prici.. ih; aiiil thai, '.vlicna.'er the 
government had tal;en land for the pur- 
pose of addint! to the security, coiiif'jrta, 
prosperity and health, or even to provide 
for the lives of the people, the privileood 
landowners e.tactod an extortionate price. 
He gave an instructive illustration. Tlie 
board of works proijoaed tcj carry a otreot 
through a densely peopled iieiuiiborhcod, 
and aasessed tho cost of ilio improvcinont 
on the increased value whijh the street 
would givo to the thoroughfniu. A L'rent 
landowner opposed Iho bill domnndini; 
the frontage along the whole of hia prop - 
erty. This meant th.at the land was lo 
bo bought from him at its i)riiapecti\ e 
value, ho to have compenaatiuii for aever- 
oiiee and ton per oent for compulsory sate 
added to the enormous profit owing to the 
turning of hia property so as to front on 
on a great thoroughfare. The commons 
rejected the clause and the lords inserted 
it, Tho commons tluew it oat without a 
discuRsion. Chamberlain f;.!k1, '"Who vlo 
you think was this landowner/ It was 
the. Marquis of Salisbury," Lord 11, 
Ohtirchill advises the rednctinn of school 
fees to a penny a week for purely ele- 
mentary cdncati(ui, On this yreat ques- 
tion ho said: "If you want a gilded pro- 
gramme go to the liberals, if you want 
good government and prudent progress, 
then I earnestly reconimend the great 
landedi interest to cIo.se its ranks and sup- j 
port'the'oonservative p.»rty."

(Times, Oct. 9.) 

The conflagration which raged inOlerk- 
en well for six hours yesterday morning 
was probably, with two oKceptioiu, the 
most disastrous lire which baa occurred in 
London during the exiatenco of tho .pres- 
ent iMutropolitaii Piro Brigade. Breaking 
out at a quarter before 4 o'clock in one 
hirgu wareliouao and rapidly involving an- 
other, the tire had, in the space of an 
hour, attacked 17 largo warehouses, and 
eventually cat:iaed damage, of a more ur 
less aorious character, to no fewer than 
40 buildings. The bcouo of this groat tiro 
was chielly the great block of wareliouaes 
which wore known aa Charter- liouso 
ie.iihHiiga, and which formed the corner 
of (joawell and Clerkenwoll roads. A 
passage ran through the middle of thei-o 
buildinga from the one largo thorouj-hfaro 
to the ollior, and ad'orded nccoaa to the 
premises — right in the centre of the block 
— upon which the firat outbreak of tho 
fire was discovered. Thoao promises were 
numbered 18, Charterhouse buildingSiand 
were tenanted by Jleasrs. S. li'lint & Co , 
embroidery maiiufaotnrers. The place 
was a building of tivu tloors in height, and 
was used for all purposes in connection 
with the trade nientioiiod, Tho building 
was deserted at the time, having boon 
locked up for hours, aad it was not unti 1 
the attention uf a passing constable was 
called to an unusual jjlaro from tho win- 
dows tliat any danger of firo wua appre- 
hended. .-V hasty investigation provod 
that und'.iubtedly a fire was raging on tlio 
prviiiise.i. The alarm bell had scarcely 
been pulled when a strong outburst of 
flames and smoke from the windows of 
tho warehouse provod that the fire must 
have been huriii iig for some time before 
ita acfjal lii.icovery . 

Tho lirat bod}' of men which arrived on 
tho sceiio got olio of the atreet hydrants 
into work, buv tliis coinparativoly alight 
jet had, of course, not the least ellect on 
the Hames, and at 4. o'clock every floor of 
the two warehouses was burning, and the 
flames wore very strong and threatening, 
The serious character of the fire at this 
tiiiio may lie judged by the mere atato- 
inont tliat the two graat buildings men- 
tioned were blazing in tho center of a 
block of warehouses Qve and six floors 
high, filled with material of the most in- 
flammable description. 

The tlnmes spread from one warehou.so 
to another with frightful rapidity in tho 
coiir!>e of ilje few minutes wliich had 
neces.i»arily elopaed between the calling up 
of additional aid and ita arriyal. liy the 
time Citptain Shaw arrived from .South- 
wark, about 415 a.m., the fire had ex- 
tended to both sides of the atroot, and 
caught tliu chemical work.s of Jlossrs. 
I'oley lV Co., Ulerkonwell road, and sev- 
eral other hoii.-ios adjoining. Tlie heat 
was alini'bt unbearable, and the reflection 
thrown by the lire wi|5 to be ieen for many 
miles round. Uiidur tho circuinstiincea 
tho only thing to tie done was to bring up 
all possible help from the outer districts 
of the tnotropolia, 

Tho must serious points, at wliioh the 
lireiuen had to exorcise great caro and 
energy, were at the west and north-west, 
where the (iue building known as the 
Foresters' lifill, a huge warehouse, and, 
a little further back, tho IMorchant Tay- 
lor's school, stood. Ill <irdor to guard 
these at lill properly a much larger force 
than was on the ground, even after the 
rcpoiifod messages sent off for' help, was 
reipiired. The height of the buildings, 
too, rendered it o.^iiediont to bring tho 
American and ordinary telescopic laddora 
into reciuiailioii, and it was likowiao 
deemed neceaaary to havo more eflicora of 
the brigade present. The chief oilicer, 
therefore, telegraphed, at about 4:30 
o'clock,' that the fire was a very large one 
indeo(l,*^ind tliat lie desired tho asaislanco 
of the superintendents and all the avail- 
able help poBsiblo. In answer to this, 
SuperintonJents Palmer and Campbell 
proceeded to the lire, and three steamers 
from each district which had been at first 
sent on to render aid at the fire were sup- 
plemented by as many steamers as it was 
possible to send on from other stations. 

At o o'clock there were no fewer than 
14 warehouses ablase in the Chartorhouse- 
ho«ise block, and it was at this time that 
serious apprehonsiims were first entertain- 
ed for the safety of tho block of buildings 
on the other sido of Clerkenwell road. 
Wido as the mad was tho heat of the 
fliime.s was so giu.it that it was folt that if 
the liaiiKifl travoled much further in tho 
block towards the Clorkeiuvell-road, these 
houses niii;ht bo attacked. Aa it wai 
found a little later on that tho flaniea 
were undoubtedly travelling in this direc- 
tion, and aeetued to increaso rather than 
to decrc.'x in strength, iu spite of tho 
iniiiieiiso ipiaiitity of wator thro\<'u on tho 
liru by tho oO powerful steamers which 
tho brigade had nnwgot to work, it was 
deemed absolutoly necoasaay to order tho 
inniates of these part dwelling and part- 
simp [iroiiiiaea to iiinvu out of tliu build- 
ings a.i i|uickiy as posslblo. Tho scenes 
which oiisued were pitiable in theoxtronio. 
On every hand Were to be seen partially 
dreased uif> and women carrying half- 
naked children or some of their houae- 
hold goods out of danger, nnd a large 
body ot police wore engaged i n tho humane 
ta.ik uf as.-iiating the utifort uiutte pcopk', 
mauy i if wIioro children they carried to 
pl[>Li:,j of aiifety. Time after time the tiro- 
mon made the stroiigeat elTorts, aa tho 
lire burnt more towards tho ClorkonwcU- 
roaci,t;!) keep bacfc the Sainea from spread- 
ing across that broad thoroughfare. The 
v.oal of tho brigade in this direction how- 
ever, was oiitiruly futile, for again and 
again they were driven back into the Gos- 
well road, uiid atsi.K o'clock a loud about 
waa rnised, and it was seen that tho row 
of houses and ahojis in the Clerkcnwell 
road had become really involved, Noa. 
10 and 18 got thoroughly abla/.e, and but 
for Iho great vtdunio of water poured on 
the liro at this pioiut tho niisphitf would 
have spread enormously. Then, too, the 
Charterhouse schools, and tho St. Mary's 
vicarage were in positions o£ very groat 
danger, and the tiremen had to exort 
thein^elvea tu the ntinostto protect them, 

At intervals n heavy wall would fall 
and the men would be compelled to run 
for their livea." About half-past four, as 
tho firemen were playing on the portion 
of Oharterbouse buildings vhich. faces 
Clerkenwell road, the front wall was scon 
to buddonly toLtor, and the men wore 
ordered to make sure of their own safety. 
A moment later nearly tho whole of the 
ahop fronts of tho last four warijliouB0« 
of tho buildings fell with a loud crash, 
and, as soon as the Euioke had cleared 
awity, it was seen that the whole roadway 
was covered with fallen bricks iind ma- 
sonry, IJudor tlio circrtmatancea it is 
surprising that there were not many Cisu- 
alties. Captain Siiaw himself had atone 
time during the'fire'a rery aarrov escape 
of meeting the fatjo nhioh befell hia pre- 
deceaaur, for a huge mass of brickwork 
fell upon the spot on which the chief 
olHcer had atood only two seconds before.

several hours, and it waa not until laa(, 
evening that Captain Shaw lied tlie ollici 
details of the disaster placed before him.

THE-jAMES BAY TRAGEDY.

Siateinciit of an ' Eye- Witness. 



Numerous theories are extant with ref- 
erence to the shucking tragedy on the 
James Bay side on Wednesday night; but 
most of them will, we think, be found 
very wide of the mark. The patient was 
rcitleaa throuyliout the night, and yoster- 
dny inorniug tho 8ur.;eon8 oxtractod tho 
bill from hia back. Durini; yustorday ho 
was kept under the influunoo of opiates. 
About six o'clock in the morning Mr. 
James Luai:ellea entered the field across 
which Mr. Hicks stated one of his aaaaas- 
itis ran after flhootiiiy and robbing 
him. About thirty foot from tho fanco, 
and forty feet from whura Captain Moliitt 
(irst saw Hicks lying, a pistol was found. 
It is of the British bulldog pattern and is 
quite new. Five chambers had been 
recently discharged and one was still 
loaded. Tho weapon was handed to the 
police. Some diutance down the road the 
black silk cravat or scarf of the wounded 
man was found by Captain MolUtt a few 
rainutea after the ahuoting. A diamond 
pin which JJicka was known to wear in 
thu scarf was missing. Hard by lay an 
empty buckskin purao, such as the early 
"miners used to carry their gold duat about 
in; one or two letters addrosnod to Htcks 
and his hat, a hard black folt. A ball had 
entered the crown at tho back and passed 
entirely through and had come out at the 
front. The crown where the bullet enter- 
ed W88 cracked and aniolled strongly of 
gunpowder. His gold sleeve buttons were 
gone from hia ouffi, and whoii ho was 
takon into the hnm-j lit' said th.> robhi'rs 
had takiMi thuin i'liti lioUl across v. hi^di one 
of iho men is said lo iiave rtni was oxam- 
ined yesterday.

My cough was trouble- 
some and C ooiild not sleep, so I raised 
the bliijd of the bodr<ioni window that 
looks out on tho road whoro tho robbery 
occurred, About 10 o'chiok, f .^iioiild 
think it was, a bright flash was ruHccted 
on the bedrouiii wall. Thinking it was a

I also heard a report as of a pistol. I 
Slid to my husband, "There's a crazy 
mam outaiilo shooting liiinaolf. " Ho 
awoke, and then another .shot was firod 
and the screaming waa ranowod.

I apranij from the bod and 
looked out of the window. Tlio light 
was dim, but I could distinctly soe a tall 
man, wo.iring an overcoat, walking on tho 
grass at tho side of the roacl. He waa 
coming pretty fast and goiiii; towards Cap- 
tain IMiiflitt'a. Ho waa utternii^ the aaine 
unearthly screams that had tirst taken 
niy attention. He was walking unstead- 
ily, as if he had been hurt. When ho 
got opposite my window there waa an- 
other tiaah.

If any 
other person had been there I should have 
seen him. I am positive the flash came 
from tho hand of the man who afterwards 
fell ill thu road. 

It was alio stated in yesterday's CnluniHt 
that Mr. Hicka drow §1800 from ono of 
the banks on Wednusday, and tli;it it was 
stolon from him. On iiH(uiry it waa 
ascertained that the injured man did not 
draw any money on Wednesday, and that 
he has nob had at any time money on do- 
pusit at either of the four banks. An 
English money, order for about £5 
was paid him on Tuesday at tho 
Blink nf Uritiah Columbia, It was 
also said that he waa to leave for England 
yesterday. Inquiry ai the overland ticket 
oflices showed that he nut purchased 
tickets or eecursd passage. 

Jlr. Tlioa. Earle of the Alert Bay can- 
niug company paid Mr. Hicks §200 six- 
teen or seventeen days ago, for sorviooa 
rundercd. Subsetjuontly tho injured man 
wsnt to i^ortland, retnriiiiii^ soveral rlaya 
itgo to make nrrangomonts for a lri|) to 
England with his v.ifo. All arrangoiiiools 
vifero apparently made on Wodncad.iy 
and in the evening a number of friend.'; 
gathered at Captain Alofhtt'a to any guod 
byo. Aa 8:;!0 o'clock in thr, uveiiin^ .Mr. 
Oudlip wna «ii,;;a(;o(l by Mr. Hicka to, 
drive him from CnnipbaU's corner lu Capt. 
Moflitt'a. Ho remained in the house 
about five minutes and remarking that ho 
wished to pay a bill to Dr. Piioger, waa 
drivoi! to the skating rink. Ho remained 
there half an hour and then left in com- 
pany with Mr. Braund, of Mr. Oharlos 
rrlDrion'B, for the Oriental hotel. There 
he met Dr. Frajger, but did not pay the 
bill, remarking that he would do so in the 
iTKiriiitig. Two suspicious looking men 
were obaervod to ha watching Mr. Ciid- 
lup'a hack .ni .Ti.hnaori street, and tho 
circumstance was reported to the police. 

Gentlomen who were on intimate tonus 
with Hicks scout tho idea which began to 
obtain late yesterday afternoon that ho 
shot himself. Jt soema to be an admitted 
fact, however, that he had very little, if 
any, money, and that tho arrangements he 
profeaaod to have made for hia departure 
to England wore never made at all. If

Tlioj 
then oloiod with him; tore off his scarf, 
which oontaii^ed a diamond pin; jerked a 
Bilvpr natch froni bis pocket, leaving the 
oiiaiii in hia liand; took a buckskin bag 
whifth coqtaiaed about $200 in gold and 



fil ,()00 or Si,800 !!> British Columbia bills, 
mostly liftiea, from hia hip-pocket, re- 
moved tho gold sleevo-battona from hia 
wristbanda, and after shooting him in hia 
a'.omach ran away. Questioned a8_ to 
where he got the monuy, Hicks replied, 
in England, whioh he left in March last, 
and had carried it about with him ever 
since. 

HIS CONnlTION. 

Everything that can bo done to alleviate 
the suffering of the injured man is being 
done. He is receiving the best of atten- 
tion, and if good nursing and medical 
skill can bring him about he will live. 
But hia situation is desperate ; tho ball, 
apparently, passed through hia body and 
indicted a wound which may prove mor- 
tal. Still the aurgoons have hopes, but 
will not exppoaa a decided opinion at 
present. If inflammation should set in 
the case will ho hopidosa. 

THE WEAPON. 

The piatol with which the deed was ac- 
coinpliahod, na well as tho conical bullet 
taken from Hicks' 'oack, is in Superinton- 
dont Bloomfield'a hands. The ball is 
slightly fl.ittor.ed on the head, showing 
that it must have struck a rib in passing 
through. The cartridge aholla found in 
tho diacliargod chambora are of English 
make. The piatol ia of American manu- 
facture and of a pattern not sold in this 
city. It ia now and the police think it 
was bought in Portland. Stress is laid by 
tho police on the statement in the dopoti- 
tion that tho men wero aovora! font <!i.".. 
tant from Hicka when tho lirat shot was 
tired, while the place where tho ball en- 
tered is disculorod with and smells strong- 
ly of powder.

The ball given last evening by Rear 
Admiral Sir M. Culme-Seyiuour and 
the odicers of Her Majesty's tleet was 
a tnoat brilliant affair. Notwithstand- 
ing the very unpropitious weather of the 
day and evening, long rows of carriages 
lined the avenue in the naval yard lead- 
ing to tho building where the event was 
to take place, containing the guests from 
the city who had been invited to be pres- 
ent on the joyous occasion. 

THE DECOKATIONS. 

Coming down tlio naval yard avenue, 
guests alighted at a temporarily-erected 
awning, tlie door being composed of 
draped tlags. The interior of the awning 
was decorated with suspended festoons of 
small tlaga and evergreens. From tho 
awning there wero aoparato ontrancoa to 
the kidies' cloak-room and the refreah- 
mont-rooni, both of which were hand- 
Bomuly decorated, the walls and ceilings 
being entirely of flags, lined with ever- 
greens. 

Over tho entrance to the ball-room waa 
a largo circle, cuvered with Hays. On this 
was a otar, formed of cutlasses, bayonets, 
piatola, cleaning-roila, etc., in the centre 
of tho atar being a painted shield, with 
gold croi^'ii in tlui ceniru and the words, 
"H. M. S. Triumph."

In the contre of 
the ro'iin at either side glanced down two 
circled "-shields, compogen each of about 
forty cuilaaaes, the handles forming a 
heavy coniro, which waa tilled with ivy 
and white and red berries.

The 
walls and roof of the supper room were 
aa the others, covered with flags, with 
columns draped and reaching down from 
tho centre, partly dividing the room into 
two aections, a row of holly, ivy and 
evergreens miming round the ceiling 
aides. Tho decorations as a whole wero 
eulivoniiig and artistic, and in the many 
lights of the room the lovely costumei of 
the ladies, uniforms of tho officers and 
8fd)er dress of the other gentlemen, tho 
ballroom presented a charming and pio- 
tureaijiio appearance, and called to mind 
Byron's thrilling lines:

How many Ess^ will a Hen 
Lay! 



W(.' often fend of hens that lay 200 
egg.s a year, but such st.'ileniciitr, tlo 
more harm than good, by inducing the 
inexperienced to believe such to be a 
fact. Any one who is familiar at all 
with jioultry knows that during thef.iU 
all hens undergo the jirocess of moult- 
ing, or sliedtling of tho fc.ather.s. This 
requires u.sually iiboiit tiiree month;; or 
lUIJ days. As tlieru am only I'lif) davs 
in a year, we liave ■2(j5 days It.-ft after 
deducting the moulting [leriod. If a lien 
lays regularly every other day, she will 
lay 13 J eggsj but she will probably 
lose three montlis in hatching out her 
broods, and evtni if slio is a iioii .sitter 
sho will ta'Kt! a restiny-siicll. As inotia- 
iiig is a heavy drain on the s-ysteiii, but 
few hens lay during that procets, 
though there nre e.'Eceptions, and whore 
tho number of eggs exceeds one every 
two days it will be found that a cor- 
responding reduction occurs during 
some period of the year. While we ad- 
mit that corlain individual hens have 
been known to lay as many as 150 or 
even 175 eggs in a year, .such cases avo 
rare: and if one has a llock of 20 Iniiis 
or more^^he uhould he satisfied if 
tliero is an average of 100 eggs a yimv 
for the whole flock, or ratlim', nine 
dozen. Four dozen out of the nine 
should realize .''lOc, ]ier do/.eii, three 
dozen should bring about 20c. per doz- 
en aud two dozen should realize l.'3c. 
per dozan, or :an-,avorage of 2:k. .. Uf

.study drawiag. in whicli they exhibit 
very decid'ji! imiiaiive |iowers. Sonic of 
thu piciu; j.s on llie blucLbuard were ex- 
celleni, particularly those of aiuniala. 

Thu stdiool ilepartinent is conducted 
very ably hy .Mr. .loseph l>u JIars and 
wife ami si.K assistants There is a de- 
lightful gentleness and kindness of man- 
ner aboiiv L-r. nud .Mr.s. t u JMars Mhich 
gives thpin u peculiar litnis.s for the diih- 
cult tasli»'jQfore them, The Indians si^em 
to have a warm alfection and [irofouud 
respect 'or tlioni, Mr. Liu Mars also holds 
the responsible position of disciplinarian, 
next in authority to the supei'intoadeut, 
and attends to the wants of the little "In- 
juns" when they need punishment. He 
told us that way down deep in the base- 
ment was a dungeon for the larger In- 
dians, wb'Q disobedient, but that very lit- 
tle punish nent of any kind is over nec- 
essary. 

tjvor 30O were in attendance last 
year, aud among this number about 
;^00 remain durii;g the siuniiter vaca- 
liou. 'I'he 'ndians are vciy much de- 
lighted \vi L their new situation, iiml 
highly appreciate theoiii)ortunity a:l'orded 
them. Thu change from the old ways of 
living is a very radical one indeed aiul as 
the sch'- )1 has been in operalio, bnt ono 
year, it Ir diiiicult to deb-rinine upon re- 
sults. Thu Indian chiefs and lathers are 
very m^ich in favor of having ihoir 
children educated, and advise theni to liud 
the "while! man's path, " as they call it. as 
(juickl}' as jiossiblc, for the old ways 
will no longer do. The scho.>l is sup- 
ported entirely l)y the goverumxniL The 
buildings cost :<.jO,OOi), the hand having 
been donated by private citi/cn-^. 'There i 
is an appropriation of ^li ) a year for 
each pupil, which pays their way entirely, 
cveu to r .ilroad faro In and from their 
homes. The pupils are obtained through 
the eltorla (if Ibe o lU ers oi the institu- 
tion, and thogovermo.it aL'cius in the In- 
dian nation, so it is >IUuulIy a reaching 
out after them by tho government, and 
begging them to come iu aud bo bene- 
fiteu, and they are gladly coming. 
- The. Indians arc more sentimental than 
we GoinmoQly suppose. They shed tears 
at parting with their children, and the 
latter remetnbcr their rude homes with a 
tenderness that refinement will never ex- 
tingulsh. They part very reluctantly 
with thoii long hair, which according to 
the rules of tho Institute must bo neatly 
trimmed. '.\'e were told of a touching 
incident in connect ion with this. .\ strong 
young chief begged that his locks might 
1)0 .spared, for ihey had been bis glory aud 
pride, but yiolding to the stein ru.juire- 
menis of Ids .start toward i i vili/ation. 
which at every s;ep nuisi sacrilic!; loved 
customs of the jiast, he buried his lace in 
his hands and subniitte(i. .-Vs llu! shears 
rudely severed I'roin him lli:il which 
he had .sii much ruver(-d, the hot tears 
came trickling down. Who knov.'s how 
uuich it cost iihii 10 suhmil? \Ve have 
profound respect for hone.-'l tears, llow 
peaceful beymid ,-ill comprehension and 
how far removed froiii earl b liue-s, or 
else how cold and heartless is a learh'ss 
life. It is either angelic or salauic aud 
has in it little of humanity.
